In 1950, the division was transferred from Sliven to Burgas where it now has its 
headquarters# A General Lyubenov was in command of the division but was forced to 
retire and was allegedly sent to Stara Zagora*

Ruse; 

c# In infantry regiment, believed H I tp be the 18 Tnfantry Rpgiment, 25X1 

with headquarters in Bolyarovo (N 1*2-09, E 264*8); until 1950, the headquarters 
were in Shumen; and 

d# The 6 Field Artillery Regiment; the headquarters of this unit was located in 
Sredets; the battalions of this regiment have been assigned to the infantry 
regiments# 

3# The following units were also located in Burgas s 

a# A coast artillery unit; since early 1952, the officers and men of this unit 
have been wearing Navy uniforms; 


b# An antiaircraft unit, equipped with five "heavy” and two "light" antiaircraft 
guns; in 1951, this unit arrived in Burgas from Plovdiv; and 


c* A Vutreshni Vovski (Interior Troops J unit with 1*00-500 men; its headquarters is

5« Since March 1952* eight to 10 oid air raid shelters in the ^urgas harbor area* each 
capable of holding approximately 200 persons* have been repaired* In May 1952* 
construction started on a large underground shelter in the center of Burgas* about 
50 meters north of Sveti Kiril and Metodiy progymnasium* 

6* Since March 1952* a Soviet military unit of 20 soldiers and two officers has been 
located in three buildings Situated approximately five kilometers from the village 
of Vetren (N U2-37* 22 27-21;}* and about 600 meters west of the Burgas-Aytos road* 

The three buildings are located within an area of about 25 acres which is surrounded 
by barbed wire #3 

7* Two coast artillery guns are located approximately one kilometer east of the village

9* An unidentified Trudovak unit was located in barracks between Burgas and Atanasovo, 
near the junction of the Burgas-Aytos and the Burg as -Atanasovo roads# About 200 
to 300 Trudovaks were working between Pomorie and Burgas* 

10* Underground ammunition warehouses have been constructed north of the Vetren-Rudnik 
(N !|2“38* E 27-29) road* near the junction of the Vetren-Rudnik and the Banya- 
(N U2-38* E 27-2lt) Atanasovo roads* The warehouses have been constructed in a hill 
and are interconnected* Twenty-six soldiers of the Interior Troops guard this area* 

11. Explosives belonging to the Militia have been stored in underground warehouses 

located west of the Burgas-Aytos road and about 500 meters north of the village of 
Vetren# The warehouse area is surrounded by a barbed wire fence 1*5 meters high*

The line 
passes about four kilometers south of the village of Vetren (N 1*2-36, E 27*23), 
three kilometers south of the village of Rudnik (N 1*2*«37, E 27-30), about one 
kilometer east of the village of Kableshkovo (jf 1*2-39, B 27-35)? and goes in the 
direction of Kosharitsa (N I*2-i*5? E 27-1*2). 

2# The Burgas-Sozopol (N 1*2-21*, E 27-1*2); rbi id*.. ; about .... kilometers long and six 

meters wide, is paved and is kept in good condition. A concrete bridge approxi- 
mately 120 meters long and six meters wide is located over the Mandra River at 
location N 1*2-26-30, E 27-28-00$ it can support heavy trucks and tanks. A second 
concrete bridge, which can also support heavy trucks and tanks, is located over a 
ravine at N l*2-2l*-30, E 27-1*0-30* This bridge is 1*0 meters long, six meters wide, 
and about 10 meters above the ground. 

% The Bttrgas-Oriaare (N 1*24*5? E 27-37) road is 38 kilometers long, six meters wide, 
paved, and can support heavy trucks and tanks. There is a concrete bridge over the 
Khadzhi Dere River at location N 1*2 -1*3, E 27-36)* This bridge, which was con- 
structed in 19l*2, is 60 meters long and six meters wide and can support heavy 
trucks and tanks# 

1*. A bridge 80 meters long, five meters wide, and 15 meters above the water, is 
located over the Maritsa River at N 1*2-17? E 2l*-0? on the Saranovo (N 1*2-12, 

E 2i*-06, now Septemvriy) - Vetren (N 1*2-17, B 2l*-06) road. It can support heavy 
trucks and tanks. 
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
